Ai e m«W U8 Jarvis, Sr., in a tone of in¬ 
dignation said: “I never knew Peter 
Smith, and never had any connection 
with hint, directly or indirectly. I ne¬ 
ver gave him one dollar or sanctioned 
one dollar being given to him. Nor 
had I any conspiracy with Andrew 
Pepall to distort or mislead the cabi¬ 
net of Ontario. I never-discussed this 
thing with Peter Smith—only with 
Mr. Drury to begin with and with him 
in the cabinet." Chief J usd, ice Mere- 
-dith: “May I ask why you took the 
half-million dollars or more for the 
petty services you performed?” “I do 
not call them petty services. When a 
man stakes his whole fortune signing 
a hypothecation in London, which you 
do not put any credence In. When you 
have become liable for eight million 
dollars and stake your life’s fortune. 
As Sir John Ferguson said, I was the 
first person to repay if the province 
tailed to take up tjtris note within 30 
days. I was the borrower. As the 
bonds came in, they were paid for at 
Lloyds, and I ' ad to borrow the mo¬ 
ney. You say that is a petty thing?” 
“You know Aemelius Jarvis; that you 
did pot. run the risk of one foliar.” “I 
ran the risk of everything.” 

Turning to Peter Smith, Judge Me¬ 
redith asked him if he cared to tell 
how he got the $100,000 odd from Ae¬ 
melius Jarvis. “I did not get that 
money.” “Nobody said you did. I was 
asking you about the securities. Where 
did you get the coupons?” “I got 
them from Andrew Pepall,” answered 
Mr. Smith. “He owed me some money 
and he asked me to get them cashed. 
They were not due at the time he gave 
them. He was going away.” 

In passing judgment Mr. Justice 
Meredith said: “Peter Smith it is nei- 
their my duty nor my right to recount 
your misdeed, or to say one word that 


will add to your punishment. But in 
order that you may not think there is 
liny disproportion between the penalty 
passed upon you and passed upon your 
co-conspirator,^1, may say that you 
were chosen by the people of the con¬ 
stituency in which you lived to serve 
them and to serve this province faith¬ 
fully. Aemelius Jarvis was not so 
chosen. You were made a minister of 
the crown, and w f ere what is common¬ 
ly called a watch do g of the treasury. 
Aemelius Jarvis was /fjot. You made 
an oath which you violated; a solemn 
oath of office. Aemelius Jarvis did 
not. « 

“The judgment of the court upon 
you, feter Smith, is that ■ you be 
imprisoned in the pepetentiary 
for three years.” Addressing 
Mr. Jarvis, the chief justice said: “The 
Judgment.of the court upon you, Ae¬ 
melius. Jarvis, is that you be imprison¬ 
ed in the county jail of this county for 
six months.” Then addressing both 
prisoners: “And furthermore. the 
judgment of the court upon you, Peter 
Smith, and upon you, Aemelius Jarvis, 
is that you and each of you pay a fine 
of $600,000, and that you remain in 
jail until it is paid.”

WHO IS ARMING THE CHINESE? 

Five powers have dispatched war¬ 
ships and men to the neighborhood of 
China’s civil war to protect nationals 
and their property in the Shanghai 
area. A sizeable part of the world’s 
government is moving swiftly to de¬ 
fend' its interests, endangered by a 
conflict which may easily induce a si¬ 
tuation as serious as the Boxer up¬ 
rising, says the Nelson News. Splen¬ 
did. But this civil war is waged with 
rifles and field pieces and airplanes 
and ammunition, and if anyone can 
show how this material is being pro¬ 
duced in China the disclousre will sur¬ 
prise a great many persons familiar 
with the east. It is stated, and not 
disproved that the machinery with 
which the conflict is being carried on 
has been supplied the warring forces 
by citizens of the same western na¬ 
tions now rallying suddenly and ener¬ 
getically to the defence of their na¬ 
tionals. Two years ago at Washing¬ 
ton, several enlightened Christian 
powers pledged themselves to permit 
no more exportation of arms to China. 
The pact was entered into for the pur¬ 
pose of preventing the precise thing 
now taking place. If these powers 
were honest when the pledge was 
made and are honest now, they will 
want to know the source of China’s 
new rifles and her planes and modern 
cannon. It is an. indisputable truth, 
which strikes every student of the 
causes of war, that one of the most 
malign and pernicious accessories be¬ 
fore the fact in any modern conflict 
at arms is the man with murder ma¬ 
chines to sell. His fat years are those 
in which blood is being spilled. What 
is poison for humanity is his meat. 
The governments beneath whose pro¬ 
tection he operates can control him. 

LET VANCOUVER BUILD IT 

Vancouver is portraying a pleasant 
picture of the enormous wealth to be 
made by building a railway to the 
coast from the Peace River ditsrict, 
says the Bassano Mail. If such a 
road would be so immensely profitable 
why doesn’t some Vancouver or Brit¬ 
ish Columbia capitalist build it ? Hav¬ 
ing had millions of dollars expended 
in elevators and wharfs by the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada, Vancouver has de¬ 
veloped a somewhat rapacious appe¬ 
tite for government funds. She wants 
the Canadian government to build a 
lailway from Peace River to Vancou¬ 
ver. You’ll notice the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Railway is not asked to build the 
road. There is a good reason. The 
C.P.R. is a shrewd business organiza¬ 
tion, and would not touch the Peace 
River proposition with a ten foot pole. 
Rut the heavily burdened government 
road, with its extreme sensitiveness 
to the popular vote, may be induced to 
go ahead with the proposition. 

The first carload of Alberta tar 
sands to be shipped out of Alberta for 
experimental purposes, will leave Ed¬ 
monton on Monday next for Petrolia, 
Ontario. The shipment is being made 
by the Draper interests, who are ope¬ 
rating tar sand claims at Waterways, 
north-east of Edmonton on the Clear¬ 
water River. The carload of materi¬ 
al will be sent to Petrolia, where the 
municipal authorities will use the ma¬ 
terial for the repairing of street pav¬ 
ing. Part of the material will also be 
used for experimental purposes at the 
Draper plant at Petrolia. 


WEATHER AND CROPS 

The weather continued very favor¬ 
able for threshing operations up to 
Tuesday night last, when in early 
morning a steady rain set in and last¬ 
ed until Wednesday afternoon, tbout 
1:30 o’clock, giving about eight hours 
of rainfall which put a stop to all ope¬ 
rations. This was followed by clear¬ 
ing weather and on Thursday morn¬ 
ing the sun was again showing bright¬ 
ly. In this connection we are advised 
to state that further threshing opera¬ 
tions should be delayed for a week or 
ten days to insure good grading of the 
grains. Some complaints wdre heard 
after the Last storm as regards the 
lowering of grading due to the moist¬ 
ure which gave it a “bough” rating 
and for which a spread of 10 cents is 
deducted . This amount is equal to the 
threshing costs and can be saved if 
I he grain is allowed to dry before 
again resuming threshing operations. 
The graders allow 14*4% of moisture 
content but anything above that per¬ 
centage is graded “tough” and unfit 
for storage and a deduction of 10 cents 
is made. This occasions a serious loss 
and should be well considered before 
operations are again resumed. About 
90% of the threshing is completed in 
this locality and only a few days more 
are required to dean up. The prices 
continue a little off owing, no doubt, 
to the heavy deliveries and glutting of 
the market. On one day last week 
the record for loading in Alberta was 
established when 1400 cars were load¬ 
ed and with the terminals overbur¬ 
dened with receipts, it is suggested 
that this is the cause of the lower 
prices. There is no serious shortage 
in “empties” and deliveries from here 
are being daily made, but at times 
there is a lack of cars. The elevators 
here are still in a position to receive 
grain and care for all deliveries. The 
local prices quoted are to-day as fol¬ 
lows:—wheat $1.31, oats 44c, barley 
65c and rye 96c. 

FRANCE FRIEND OF CANADA 

The Paris correspondent of the Fi¬ 
nancial Post refers to the gratifying 
increase in our exports to France. He 
says Canada is fairly popular among 
the French the most popular of any 
foreign nation. He says the English 
are disliked, the Germans are coming 
into favor and the Americans just to¬ 
lerated. France, he says is a prospe¬ 
rous country, though nominally the 
government is poor. They are endea¬ 
voring as far as possible to be self 
supporting, but anything they need to 
import their preference will go to Ca¬ 
nada. This friendly attitude toward 
Canada is due to the splendid work of 
Hon. Mr. Roy, the high commissioner 
in France, who is personally one of 
the best known and most popular men 
in Paris. The attention paid to him 
on state and official occasions is evi¬ 
dence of this, and the Canadian edi¬ 
tors who visited Paris recently, realize 
his tact and great ability in the po¬ 
sition he o ccupies. ^ 

An avalanche that swgpt across a 
load near Rochetaillee, France, not 
long ago dropped a huge block of ice 
that contained the carcass of a wild 
boar. Just how the boar became im¬ 
bedded in the ice is not clear, but pro¬ 
bably it was caught in the slide, and 
the mass of snow, closing round it, so¬ 
lidified and thus converted it into cold 
storage pork.

“TheSold ranchers of this country 
have been breeding with a certain 
type in mind for a good many years 
back and it is interesting to see the 
result of their efforts come together in 
competition at this show, and there is 
no question in the minds of most of 
those here at that time that the very 
best feeder cattle in the world can be 
found on the ranges of Western Cana¬ 
da in greater numbers than anywhere 
else. The only complaint I have heard 
was the tendency of some of the exhi¬ 
bitors bo show a few three-year-old 
steers with their two-year-old exhi¬ 
bits. This, I am sure, was not done 
intentionally and I understand the 
management has taken steps to eli¬ 
minate this feature, as in future 
everything will pass through the 
hands of a selective committee before 
the show. The entire show has given 
great satisfaction and our only con¬ 
cern is that we must not grow too 
fast; but if the Ontario feeder will 
bear in mind the fact that, while we 
put through the sale ring something 
like 1,800 steers this year, that it is 
quite possible for us to double that 
number next year, if they will assure 
us of their support in disposing of 
them. We all fe,el very grateful to the 
live stock department at Ottawa for 
their action in refunding the railroad 
fares to these eastern buyers, as they 
have made it possible for us to make [ 
direct connections in a good many 
cases with the men who want our type j 
of steer for finishing in Eastern 
Canada.”

The High River Boys’ Work confer¬ 
ence on October 23 and'24 was an un¬ 
usually interesting affair with eighty 
three delegates present from as far 
north as Calgary, south to Claresholm 
and east to Vulcan. The conference 
was planned in connection with the 
promotion of the Canadian Standard 
Efficiency Tests program for boys. 
This program is carried out through 
Trail Ranger and Tuxis groups, which 
are organized Sunday school classes 
carrying on their four-fold program in 
Sunday and week-end sessions. The 
C.S.E.T. program is sponsored by the 
Religious Education Council of Canada 
and by the Religious Education Coun¬ 
cils of the various provinces. It ope¬ 
rates through boys’ work and girls’ 
work programs under the direction of 
provincial boards. Taylor Statten, 
who attended High River conference, 
is the national Boys’ Work secretary. 
All church organizations have repre¬ 
sentation on the national council. Af¬ 
ter delegates were billeted in houses 
there was an opening ceremony and 
service of worship conducted by Rev. 
Mr. Wilkinson of Cayley. Mr. Wallace 
Forgie, secretary of the Calgary Boys’ 
Work board gave an explanation of 
the organization and programme of 
the conference. This was followed by 
the election of conference officers 
which resulted as follows: Pretor, 
Harry Powell, High River; Deputy 
Pretor, Glenallen Reed, Calgary; 
Scriptor, Earl Marcetlus of Vulcan; 
Comptor, Aubrey Darrock of Calgary. 

The conference on Friday at 9 
o’clock, and Deputy Pretor, Glenallen 
Reed, conducted the opening ceremony 
in the absence of the Grand Pretor, H. 
Powell, and Rev. Wm. McNichol, 
M.A., conducted the services of wor¬ 
ship. During the morning session, the 
conference divided for group discus- 
on, badgework, program planning and 
duty of officers. After that the boys 
indulged in group games. Sharp at 
12 the conclave disbanded to pose for 
a photograph in front of the hall. 

Rev. Peter Connell took the service 
of worship before the afternoon ses¬ 
sion.

ITEMS OF IN^E^EST 

Eight hours of a steady rain fell on 
Tuesday, the 28th, an unusual occur¬ 
rence but which was very generally 
accepted as a good thing for the coun¬ 
try, insuring top moisture for early 
operations next season. 

Montreal is the world’s greatest 
grain port. Sixty-one million bushels 
have passed through the port up to 
July 31 of this year, with three 
months still to go. The total figures 
for 1923 were 120,000,000 bushels 
which bid fair to be exceeded this 
year. 

Indian farmers on the Blood Indi¬ 
an Reserve near Cardston, totalling 
more than 6000 acres, are raising 
wheat crops averaging more than thir¬ 
ty bushels to the acre this season. 

British Columbia apples swept the 
boards, in Birmingham, England, on 
October 24. The B.C. apple won 11 
first prizes and 2 second prizes besides 
capturing the empire championship 
for her dessert apples. 

Wheat that has arrived here so far 
has graded exceptionally high, the 
greater part being No. 1, Northern. 
About 90 per cent of it is finding its 
way to Vancouver Up to the time of 
writing about 1,000,000 bushels of 
wheat have been shipped to the Paci¬ 
fic Coast port. 

Canadians to the number \*£JJ7,486 
retumeL to Canada from the United 
States during the first half of the 
present fiscal year, according' to Im¬ 
migration Department figures. Of 
this number 23,141 were Canadian 
bom citizens, 2,632 were British sub¬ 
jects who had acquired domicile in 
Canada and later moved to the United 
States, and 1,713 naturalized Canadian 
citizens. 

Ontario is evidently waiting until 
the last minute before ordering its 
winter supply of coal, in the hope that 
it will be possible to secure Alberta 
coal instead of the U.S. coal. Tele¬ 
grams received in the office of the 
Trade Commissioner the past week 
from the fuel board at Ottawa indicate 
that the importation of American an¬ 
thracite has been much below normal 
this season so far in Ontario, and that 
people in Ontario are anxious to know 
of the possibility of securing Alberta 
coal. Trade Commissioner Stutchbury 
has replied that it would be possible 
for Alberta to supply coal this win¬ 
ter to Ontario if the freight can be ad¬ 
justed. . 

“The West is coming back, coming 
back strong; is, in fact, well on its 
way to that position right now. We 
are better off here in Western Canada 
than any part of the world at this mo¬ 
ment,” said Sir Augustus Nanton, pre¬ 
sident of the Dominion Bank, recently. 

Some recent evidences of the growth 
of Vancouver are as follows: Its po¬ 
pulation, which was 100,401, per the 
census of 1911, is now estimated at 
247,128; in 1912 no wheat was export¬ 
ed; in 1923 the export was 54,619,188- 
The number of ocean-going vessels 
visiting Vancbuver was 144 in 1912, 
was 837 last year. In the same period 
the value of manufactured products 
has grown from $17,470,000 to nearly' 
$300,000,000. 

Fifty British young men, the first 
party to take advantage of the plan 
to train British youths at the Vermili¬ 
on School of Agriculture in Alberta 
for farm ldfe*jyill arrive at Vermilion 
on Mondajr'n'ext to fcommence their 
special courses. It is anticipated that 
another party of fifty will come out 
before Christmas. The young men 
will be given special training which 
will fit them for life on Alberta farms, 
under a scheme whereby the British 
Overseas Settlement Board and the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture 
bear the cost between them. The 
young men are required to have suffi¬ 
cient funds only to pay for their keep 
during the winter’s course. The in¬ 
struction will be under the direction 
of W. J. Elliott, former principal of 
the Claresholm School of Agriculture. 

Quong Sing, alias Joe Kong, laun¬ 
dry man of Brant, appeared before H. 
H. Wilson, J.P. at Blackie. on Thurs¬ 
day, charged with having liquor in a 
place not his residence. He was fined 
$100 and costs and in default of pay¬ 
ment two months hard labor. On a 
second charge of keeping TiquoFfdf 
sale he was found guilty and a sen¬ 
tence of four months hard labor, with¬ 
out the option of a fine was imposed. 
He was taken to Lethbridge jail on 
Tuesday evening. Constable Holtom 
prosecuted. 

Mr. and Mrs. Alex Paul of the 
Blackie district expect to leave short¬ 
ly on an automobile trip, weather per¬ 
mitting, which should prove very in¬ 
teresting. Mr. Paul has transformed 
his auto into a moving domicile, with 
bed, dining fixtures, heater, etc. The 
purpose is to proceed leisurely along 
the way stopping a short time in the 
wilds of B.C. to shoot big game and 
proceeding from there Marough Wash¬ 
ington, Oregon and on to Sunny Cali¬ 
fornia where they will remain until 
February'.
